FORTY-THREE POPPY FIELDS WERE DESTROYED DURING THE 22ND 
WEEK OF 1978, WHEREAS NO POPPY FIELDS WERE DESTROYED DUR- 
ING THE SAME PERIOD IN 1977. OF THE 6.633 HECTARES OF 
POPPIES DESTROYED DURING THE 22ND WEEK OF 1978, IT IS IN- 
TERESTING TO NOTE THAT ONE FIELD WAS 4 HECTARES IN SIZE. 

THIS IS COUNTER TO THE BASIC TREND OF SMALLER FIELDS IN 
1978 AS COMPARED TO 1977. THIS ONE FIELD WAS LOCATED IN 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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RANCHO MEZA DE GUADALUPE, DURANGO. 

3. FIELD OPERATIONS: 

A. ZONE 01, OAXACA: AFTER INTERIM BRIEFING SESSION FOR 
AG EXECUTIVE OFFICER RELATIVE TO KATZ' FINDINGS DURING 
HIS FIELD TRIP TO CULIACAN, BAEZA INVITED JOINT USG/AG 
TEAM TO VISIT OAXACA IN ORDER TO SEE: QUOTE, THE OTHER 
SIDE OF THE COIN, UNQUOTE. TEAM TRAVELED TO OAXACA BY AG 
EXECUTIVE JET ON JUNE 7 TO PERFORM ON-SITE EVALUATION OF 
TELECOM FACILITIES AND ACQUIRE A FEEL FOR TOPOGRAPHY AND 
DISTANCES INVOLVED FOR EXPANDED OPERATIONS IN THIS ZONE. 

ZONE COORDINATOR INFORMED EMBASSY OFFICER HIS ZONE WAS 
RECENTLY ORDERED TO ASSUME JURISDICTION OVER AN ADDITIONAL 
EIGHT SECTORS WHICH COVER THE ENTIRE GULF COAST AREA IN 
THE STATE OF VERACRUZ. TEAM ALSO VISITED A PLANNED AD- 
VANCE BASE IN SECTOR 293 IN THE POPULATED AREA OF MIGUEL 
ALEMAN. LIC. ZAMORA-APAM RECOMMENDED HIS ZONE SHOULD BE 
SELECTED FOR THE EXTENSIVE COLOR ADDITIVE TESTING SCHE- 
DULED TO COMMENCE SOON AS THEY ARE NOW LOCATING NUMEROUS 
MARIHUANA FIELDS WHICH PROVIDE DIVERSE CONDITIONS OF 
GROWTH AND ALTITUDE LEVELS. THIS POINT WAS SUBSEQUENTLY 
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DISCUSSED WITH RAF, 7, A AND FIELD TESTING SCHEDULED TO COM- 
MENCE WEEK OF JUNE 12 IN OAXACA UNDER GOM CONTRACT WITH 
JOHN FORD. NAU ADVISER WILL ACCOMPANY TECHNICAL TEAM TO 
THE FIELD AS OBSERVER. 

B. ZONE 06, CULIACAN: JOINT USG/AG TELECOMMUNICATIONS 
TEAM MET WITH ZONE COORDINATOR LOPEZ-GARZA AND THE NEW 
CONDOR TASK FORCE COMMANDER, GEN. MANUEL LOMELI-GAMBOA, 
TO DISCUSS EQUIPMENT REQUIREMENTS ESSENTIAL FOR MILITARY 
ELEMENTS TO SUPPORT AG ACTIVITIES THROUGHOUT THE EXTEN- 
SIVE ZONE. KATZ RECOMMENDED THE USE OF AIRBORNE OR MO- 
BILE REPEATERS TO INCREASE THE COVERAGE OF THE VHF/FM 
NETWORK IN ZONE 06; CONVERSELY, HE JUDGED THE IDENTIFI- 
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CATION/EMERGENCY (ID/EM) SYSTEM PROPOSED FOR THE SAME NET- 
WORK WAS NOT JUSTIFIABLE. 

C. ZONE 10, MEXICO CITY: NARCOTICS ASSISTANCE ATTACHE 
ATTENDED EXECUTIVE OFFICER'S SENIOR STAFF MEETING ON 
WEDNESDAY. JUNE 7, ACCOMPANIED BY NAU FINANCIAL MANAGE- 
MENT OFFICER TELLO TO PARTICIPATE IN THE AGENDA DISCUS- 
SIONS. HIGHLIGHTS OF MEETING FOLLOW IN ORDER OF PRIOR- 
ITY: 


(1) PROCUREMENTS FOR E-SYSTEMS CONTRACT: BAEZ A STIPULATED 
THE AG'S DIRECTIVE THAT ALL PROCUREMENTS, BOTH DOMESTIC 
AND INTERNATIONAL, WILL BE PERFORMED BY NON-AG DIRECT 
HIRE PERSONNEL FROM THE E-SYSTEMS TECHNICAL SUPPORT GROUP.

THE PREDICTABLE REACTION FROM THE ADMINISTRATIVE OFFICER

(2) TRAINING: CHIEF OF AERO SERVICES INFORMED MAINTENANCE 
TRAINING CLASSES WOULD COMMENCE ON JUNE 12 AT A TEMPORARY 
SITE UNTIL THE FURNITURE WAS DELIVERED TO THE CONSOLE 
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DATED FACILITY AT THE TELECOMMUNICATIONS CENTER. E-SYS- 
TEMS TRAINING CADRE WILL HANDLE MOST OF THE TRAINING

(4) VISIT TO NASA/EARTH RESOURCES LABORATORY BY AG PER- 
SONNEL: BAEZA ACCEPTED AND APPROVED EMBASSY RECOMMENDA- 
TION TO SEND A TEAM OF FOUR AG OFFICERS TO ESTABLISH CON- 
TACT WITH NASA PERSONNEL IN ORDER TO OPTIMIZE THE SELEC- 
TION AND MAINTENANCE OF NEW REMOTE SENSING EQUIPMENT.

CRASH-DAMAGED MODEL 212 (XC-GAB). EMBASSY JUDGES ALL PRO- 
VISIONS WERE TAKEN TO AVOID ANY CONTRACTUAL PROBLEMS 
WHICH COULD RESULT IN ADDITIONAL CHARGES AS OCCURRED IN 
THE CASE OF THE BELL HELICOPTER CONTRACT. SAME PROCEDURE 
PREVAILED IN THE BID AWARDED TO ARIZONA HELICOPTERS 
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(FLAGSTAFF) FOR REPAIRS TO CRASH-DAMAGED MODEL 206-B
